French President Charles de C.aulle’s W estern allies ha\e cone 
through several cs clos in their relationship with him. It is clear they 


have now entered another one. 


In World War II he was first greatly admired for his fnresirhted 
m ilitary judgments and then nearly despised for his ram rod stiffness 


a s a leader in exile who often hamstrung his more powerful confed­ 


era tes in Am erica and Britain. 


They gave him new regard when he becam e Fra n ce’s first postwar 
lea der. They knew he alone could restore some sem blance of order to 


a torn nation. But when the French cast him aside, statesm en in friend­ 
ly countries took it as fresh proof De Gaulle was unsuited to politics. 


There were few regrets. 


Out of retirem ent he cam e, in 1958. once more to lead a badly dis­ 
rupted country. To W estern men who feared for Fra nce's future as a 


free land, his coming was a m arvel of resurrection. 


All the qualities previously scorned were now hailed as just what 
Fra n ce needed. There seem s little reason to doubt the soundness of 


this view. De Gaulle pulled his people together, ended the draining 


Algerian strife, set his country on a highly prosperous course. 


Y et the sam e delusions of Fronth grandeur which marred his war­ 


tim e ties with Churchill and Roosevelt showed them selves anew in this 


otherwise rem arkable second De Gaulle regim e. 


Flouting rea lity, he talks of separate defense for f iance in a nu­ 


clea r war. In truth. A m erica’s power is his only shield. 


In the face of the strongest assurances of aid Am erica has given 
any land In peacetim e, he professes doubt that we would com e swiftly 
to Fra n ce’s side in every conceivable future war em ergency. 


The basis for his doubt is false. He cites our 


big each of the two world wars.

But on those occasions we had no rom mitments to help Fra nce or 
anyone else. We were an isolationist nation, in contrast to today, when 
we are enmeshed in countless m ilitary and diplomatic entanglem ents 


around the globe. We now have more soldiers in Europe than we had 
in our whole army before World War II. 


Furtherm ore, lf slowness Is the issue. Fra nce itself stands con­ 


victed of painful inaction even after it was in World War II. A tra n ce 
that was not helping itself carries little weight as a complainant today. 


Fra nce In 1963 is not a great power, nor is it ever likely to he so 


again. It is a highly prized elem ent in the valiant free world fam ily. 
But its future safety and well being are entirely bound up with the 
fortunes of all the other important mem bers of that family. 


De Gaulle’s efforts to deny this bond have gone too far. He needs 


his friends more than they need him. He has dreamed long enough. 


It is time he looked the harsh facts of modern nuclear life straight iii 
the face. They do not favor the course he now pursues.

Q—What would cause a woman to 


bleed to death in childbirth? 
A—Severe hemorrhage just before 


delivery may be caused by prem a­ 
ture separation of the placenta (a fter­ 
birth) from the uterine wall. Another 
cause is the abnorm al formation of 
the placenta in the lower part of the 
uterus blocking the uterine outlet. In 
a very difficult labor live uterus may 


rupture and cause a severe hem or­ 
rhage. 
Following delivery a small 
portion of the placenta is sometimes 


left behind. This always causes con­ 
tinued bleeding. The watchful obste­ 


trician is trained to recognize all 
these complications 
in their early 


stages, lf they are recognized early, 
prompt action will often save the 
m other's life.

19 6 2, a real estate 
bro ker dro p p ed in al a ho me in a 
town far ou t on Long Island.

Soon it wou ld hav e no v alu e. The 
reaso n: Negro es were liv ing rn the 
neighbo rho o d. 
The owners, who are white, still 
were not interested. The broker left 
his business card in case they 
chang ed their minds. He went nex t 
door to pay a similar call. 
The bro ker’s enterp rise was nip p ed 
in mid-sp iel when New Yo rk state 
lifted his license fo r "blo ckbu sting,” 
which is co nsidered "against the p u b­ 
lic interest.” 
Blo ckbu sting—indu cing 
the 
p anic 
sale of p ro p erty at a loss when Ne­ 
gro es mo v e into a white neighbo r­ 
ho o d—is only one of many way s in 
which indiv idu als can p ro fit from 
racial segregatio n and discriminatio n. 
There are o ther way s in which the 
Negro is ex p lo ited—not necessarily 
becau se he is black bu t becau se 
being black has p laced him in a 
v u lnerable so cial, cu ltu ral, eco no mic 
p osition. 
Ex ploitation in housing has been 
(he subject of numerous inquiries 
in metropolitan areas in the North. 
Substandard housing reaps enor­ 
mous profits for landlords throug h 
a v ariety of techniques: reducing 
larg e units into many small ones, 
charg ing hig h rents on the basis 
of persons occupy ing the quarters, 
drastically reducing serv ices and 
upkeep. 
Ev en in su ch things as the p u r­ 


chase of food, Negro es co ntend they 
hav e p aid a double p remiu m: higher 
p rices and lo wer q u ality . A large 
chain was accu sed recently of hav ing 
different p rice stru ctu res in New 
York in sto res dealing with p redo m­ 
inantly white cu sto mers and tho se 
with Negro and Pu erto Rican cu s­ 
to mers. The Negro cu sto mers al­ 
legedly paid mo re fo r the same 
go o ds. The co mp any attribu ted the 
situ atio n to sto re management erro r. 


One of the majo r co mp laints of 
Negro es in the North is that they 
hav e been sho rtchanged in job op ­ 
p o rtu nities. While no man may p ro fit 
directly fro m su ch a sy stem, in a 
sense the white wo rker p ro fits in 
redu ced co mp etitio n for his job. It is 
in the stru ggle for jobs that the North 
has witnessed so me of its wo rst 
v iolence.

The ho u se is o ffered to Smith, a 
Negro , for $15,000. It s inflated and 
Smith knows it hu t the hou se and 
the neighbo rho o d are better titan 
tho se u su ally av ailable to Negro es. 
Smith bu y s. 


The sp ecu lato r takes his $5,000 
gro ss p ro fit and mo v es on to the 
nex t ho u se, the nex t block, the nex t 
town. 


Blockbusting Is the most spec­ 
tacular way in which unscrupulous 
people reap a financial windfall 
from (he fart that one race is 
often uncomfortable in the pres­ 
ence of another. But all methods 
hav e a common denominator: The 
Neg ro is a captiv e market. 


"The white p erso n can escap e.” 
say s Whitney M. You ng Jr.. ex ecu ­ 
tiv e directo r of the Urban Leagu e. 
"The Negro can’t." 
Unsp ectacu lar bu t steady p ro fits 
are made. Negro leaders say , in the 
so -called Negro ghetto s of the No rth 
—Harlem rn New Yo rk, the Sou th 
Side in Chicago , Fillmo re Street in 
San Francisco . 
Ghetto landlo rds, mo st of thorn 
white hu t so me Negro , are able to 
make mo ney witho u t sp ending mu ch. 
"They don't hav e to worry about 


improv ing the property ," sa y s Dr. 
Warren 
Banner 
of 
the 
Urban 
leag ue. “ The Neg ro isn’t g oing to 
mov e. Where would he g o? The 
o wners ju st milk the property aud 
forg et it." 


Some owners keep their proper­ 
ties in repair. A noticeable number 
don’t. 


Last sp ring, insp ecto rs disco v ered 
91 v io latio ns of the health code in a 
Harlem tenement. They inclu ded rat 
infestatio n, 
disrep air, 
accu mu lated 
refu se and inadeq u ate heat. 


Race p ro fits also are made on the 
money market. Some channels for 
o btainmg money are clo sed to the 
Negro es, 
p articu larly in 
mo rtage 
lo ans. 


"The money we lend is not ou r 
o wn,” say s a Chicago hanker. "We 
mu st irnest it in sou nd p ap er. Ne­ 
gro es ju st hav e a tou gh time meeting 
o u r mo rtgage standards." 


"When a p erso n ap p lies for a lo an." 
say s Banner, "the bank looks at his 
jo b and his co llateral. It relates this 


info rmatio n to its ex p erience with 
p imp le in similar .situ ations. 
"Neg roes are most likely to hav e 
marg inal jobs with less security . 
Generally speaking , the neig hbor­ 
hoods into which Neg roes are per­ 
mitted to mov e are the neig hbor­ 
hoods no one else wants. The house* 
is not worth much collateral." 


The sp ecu lato r, of co u rse, is alway s 
willing to step in to help fo r a p rice. 
Banner cites as an ex amp le the 
ease of a Negro who had a chance 
to bu y a hou se at its m arket p rice 
of $17,000 anti wou nd u p p ay ing $21,- 
ooo thro u gh a sp ecu lato r when the 
bank tu rned down his loan. 


"The load is mo re than he tan 
handle,” say s Banner. "The hou se is 
old becau se that is u su ally the only 
ty p e they will sell to a Negro. He has 
no mo ney left for rep airs. He has to 
rent ou t ro o ms to make ends m eet." 
"Seg reg ation." Young say s, "in­ 
v ariably 
merits 
inferior 
schools 
which in (urn means a ready source 
of cheap, unskilled labor. The Ne­ 


g ro doesn't make much money . Ile 
is confined to the g hetto, the slu m. 
“The small merchant on the tu rner 
giv es him ghetto credit. 
Hie m er­ 
chant can charge mo re for his goods. 
The Negro lias to p ay . He can’t go 
any where else.”
